Report of the President 

In our public press much has been said about the great economic advances made 
in Germany. Unfortunately, such advances, if they exist, do not touch intimately 
the serious situation of scientists and artists. When our society was established for 
the purpose of helping to maintain the efficiency of scientific work in Germany and 
Austria there was danger of complete disorganization of the work of schools, univer¬ 
sities, scientific societies and of individual investigators, and comparatively slight 
means meant much because the currency situation gave an inordinate value to sub¬ 
ventions given in dollars. This condition has disappeared, but institutions and 
societies are still in serious difficulties because of the loss of all invested funds; of 
the poverty of private individuals which has cut down contributions, memberships 
and subscriptions; on account of the reduction in appropriations on the part of the 
state and of the increase of prices over and beyond those of the pre-war period. 

Serious efforts have been made by industrial corporations and individuals in 
Germany and Austria to ameliorate these conditions and in 1925 sums of more than 
$500,000 were raised from private sources by them. A careful inquiry into exist¬ 
ing conditions shows that the lack of current funds in Germany and Austria is so 
serious that these contributions are rapidly falling off and unless conditions show a 
marked improvement, far less help may be expected from these sources for the com¬ 
ing year. As compared to American conditions, German schools and scientific 
institutions are incredibly poor. The teacher in a small town is bound to deteriorate 
on account of his hopeless isolation. The scientist, no matter where located, has 
the greatest difficulty in participating in the progress of the work of the world on 
account of the lack of funds with which to purchase literature and apparatus. We 
must not forget that even if the current needs were met, it would still be necessary 
to make up for the loss of six years of absolute isolation. 

Under these conditions, continued support from foreign countries is still urgently 
needed and we must do our utmost to keep up the efficiency of our work. 

In accordance with the plan outlined a year ago, the Society has endeavored to 
help in the re-establishment of scientific publications in Germany and Austria 
by subscribing for large numbers of copies which we furnish to institutions and 
libraries in need of literature. By this means, the publications are re-established 
on a sound financial basis, opportunity is given to the scientist to make known the 
result of his work and students are enabled to follow the progress of science. 

Co-operation with the German-American School Association has been continued and 
a fund has been collected for the purpose of helping schools that are in financial dis- 
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tress. A considerable part of this amount, given for specific schools, has been trans¬ 
mitted in accordance with the wishes of the donors. The amount not assigned to 
specific schools is being distributed in consultation with the school authorities in 
Germany. In accordance with the wishes expressed by them the funds are being used 
particularly for the purpose of supplying school libraries with much needed literature. 

The Committees in Chicago, Milwaukee, Newark, San Francisco and St. Louis 
have continued to co-operate with the Society. The total amount collected during 
the year 1924 was $23,077.26 while during the year 1925 the total amount was 
$19,906.50. The money expended in support of scientific work in Germany and Austria 
was $22,952.99 in 1924 and $22,118.55 in 1925. The expenses of running the Society 
during the year 1925 were 10% of the total amount raised during the year.
